AD Injustice Overthrown. 


As wo announced last week the Su 


roino Court of the United'States Into 
declared uncoimtltutlonal the Infumoui 
"Grandfather" clause In many of tho 
Soullioni States Constitutions designed 
to prevent the negro from voting. This 
decision would seem to »woeu away the 
subterfuges for evading the provisions 
of the suffrage amendment uf the 
federal 
constitution used 
by sev- 


eral Southern states. The court for tho 
first lime meets tho essential Issue. Tho 
Oklahoma conslllulton pretended to es- 
tablish a lilerary lest foriiiliraxe. liut 
It exempted from Its provisions all per- 
sons who were voters In any form of 
government prior to January 1, I860, 
or descendants of such voters. States 
may fix many requirements for suf- 
frage, such as residence, mental con- 
dition, education, and owncnlilp of 
property. They may deny tho vote to 
varioui classes of tho population. Uut 
tho Supreme Court seems finally to 
have held that they cannot' deny it to 
men solely on account of their race, 
color or previous condition of servitude, 
through the fixing of arbitrary dates 
Intended to allccl only ex-slaves and 
their descendant!. 


Tho Oklahoma grandfather clause 


was,'as everybody admitted at the time 
St was pending, directed solely at tho 8 
per cent, negro population. Indiana 
were exempted from Its provisions, for 
Iho tribes had "a form of govern- 
ment" Literally applied, many others 
than negroes would have been barred, 
but in practice none have been. 
1'rlor 


to Iffifi there were n few Elates of the 
Union which did not have universal 
manhood sulVrage. It would have af- 
fected descendants of certain Euro- 
peans not naturalized by ISCfl. 
Hut in 


practice no white man was asked as to 
his ancestral disabilities. 
The literacy 


test of tho negro was a farce. 
At ono 


election profcsaois in the colored college 
were disfranchised, although highly ed- 
ucated. In some places negroes were 
compelled to write 4000 words of the 
constitution, only to be denied tho vote 


to cotlceal from the peoplo tho truth 
that Imperialism and rnlllftiiiin 
nro 


fighting for their very existence. 


Ills the dominant thought and de- 


sire of tho whole clvlllied world that 
the war should be teimlnatcd in a way 
to make a repetition Impossible. The 
Allies ire Iwhl on making It Impossible, 
and they will fight until lliat object has 
been accomplished.

The opening of the 1'erry memorial

bankers raised the famous gold pool 
and sent it to Canada. This was a con- 
vincing illustration of the solvency of 
this country. Most of thit gold has

template the ruin of his labors, and 
meditate on the ingratitude of 
the 


Democratic members of tho Supremo 
Court. For the decision was unani- 
mous and the opinion was written by 
the Democratic Chief Justice.

The purchase by the federal govern- 


ment of 07,883 seres of-ngn-agriculture - 
land In the White Mountains of New 
Hampshire and the Southern Appala- 
chian has been approved by the Na- 
tional Forest Reservation Commission, 
bringing the total area so far approved 
for national forests in the East up to 
more than 1,275,000 acres. This latest 
acquisition will involve an expenditure 
of $$8,000, or about $3.S3 an acr.

purchase area In North Carolina, a 
block of 36,386 acres, which the owners 
have agreed to sell for $1.90 per ac.re; 
the next largest is in New Hampshire, 
a group of tracts comprising 23,518 
acres, one of which will close a gap be- 
tween the tracts already acquired in 
that region, the price being $7.21 per 
acre..The real of the purchase is dis- 
tributed as 'fullowj; 
. 9.723 acres at ?).9S-per acre hi:tho 
llonohgahelaarea, W. Va.; 8,062 acres 
at $3.16 per acre In the Potomac area, 
Va. and W. Va ; Z6i acres at $3.50per.

193 acres at $3.49 per acre in the Shen- 
andoah area, Va, and W.. Va.; 13,423 
acres at $2.77 per acre In the-Natural 
Bridge area, Va.; 7.694 acres at $2.89 
per acre in the White Top area, Tcnn.

They will 
then have to be surveyed and their 
titles approved by the Attorney Gen- 
eral before their development can bo 
commenced as national forests for tho 
use of the public. Practically all of the 
land is mountainous, non-agricultural, 
and valuable only for forests. Much 
of it has been culled 'or 
cut-over,

tively heavily timbered. 


About half a million dollars now re- 


mains available of tho money which 
Congress appropriated for carrying out 
the Commission's plan to acquire ul- 
timately about 5,600,000 
acres 
for 


watershed protection, timber conserva- 
tion, recreation, and the other uses 
made practicable by tho establishment 
of national forests in the White Moun- 
tains and the Southern Appalachians.

some of the latest ideas regarding . the 
feeding of milch cows have been made 
accessible in'popular form to the dairy- 
men.

_Mr. Hugh Fergus of the Dairy Divi- 
sion, Bureau of Animal Industry is co- 
operating; with the Rhode Island State 
College Extension Service and Animal 
Husbandry Depa'rcment m assisting the 
dairymen In the orear>izatJQn_ of eow_- 
testing associations. Mr. Fen 
work Tuesday June 15lh in iliddletown, 
Newport County, and has already or- 
ganized one association for this locality. 
He is at present working in the vicinity 
of Providence and the outlook is quite 
promising for another association here. 


Rhode Island is the only one of the 


Eastern States at present without cow- 
testing associations, and they 
have 


proven very helpful to the farmers 
where they nave been tried. Vermont 
alone has about thirty of these associa- 
tions running. 


The plan is to form an association of 


about 25 dairymen who co-operatively 
employ a man to visit their farm once 
a month to weigh the milk of each in- 
dividual cow, sample and test it for 
butter fat. The tester also weighs the 
feed of each, cow and calculates the 
cost. He keeps careful records for each 
cow in a book which he leaves with the 
dairyman. At the end of the year ho 
computes the profit or loss on each cow. 


This enables the dairyman to kown 


more about the performance and indi- 
viduality of his cows regarding both 
quantity and quality of milk produced.
